country at this time, when the people of Salem, Mass., are.en- 
deavoring, to .extract money.from-the: United.States treasury 
for (he-fire relief fund.

Salerri suffered from a most .disastrous, fire last summer, as 


tiib whole country knows. 
It got beyond control soon after 


starting and the city was largely wiped out. Great hardship 
and loss of property resulted and calls for..help were sent 
broadcast and were,generously responded-to; by the people .of 
Massachusetts and other states. In the excitement of the hour 
Congress was appealed .to and appropriated $200,000 for the 
relief "of the sufferers. The money was riot paid over imme- 
diately, in.fact.it has not yet been paid, hence the effort on the 
part of the people of Salem to extract-it, or at least a portion 
of it,-from the national treasury nearly four months after the 
fife, which began on the 25th of June. 


' Reports are'to the effect that the Washington authorities fell 


that, the'emergency had gone by, that the sufferers from the 
lire had been 'adequately provided for and that a contribution 
from the government was not needed at this time, but the 
Salemites are unwilling to accept this-view and are clamoring 
for at least a part of the money if they cannot have the whole 
of it. The latest talk is of a compromise on $75,000. 


This incident illustrates the tendency, altogether too preva- 


lent, to extract money from the public treasury at every op- 
portunity under any sort of excuse. ' The feeling is too strpng 
that the contents of the treasuries of the states and the. nation 
are legitimate prey for the appropriation seekers and that they 
who manage to get the most are the best fellows. For this 
reason state legislators and congressmen who are most suc- 
cessful in securing appropriations for their districts are always 
popular at home, but it rnusl;be borne in mind that this is as 
true of one part of the country as of another, and that while 
such work is encouraged the cost of government, state and 
national, will come high. It is one of the reasons why it is so 
high today. In campaign, time the cry for economy is loud 
andMohg, but between elections the "pork" is sliced and lib- 
erally passed around aiid everybody is busy trying to get some 
of it. The people are more to blame for this conditipn than 
the legislators and it is for (hem to say when the practice shall 
stop. Unfortunately there is in sight no sign that they are 
ready to say the word.
